South America la tbe melting pot ot 
the L.atln races, and tbe French inllu- 
ence now seems to predominate over 
that of Spain. Italy Is well represent- 
ed, eapecially In strong Argentina 
Braiil aeema to be the most polyciot of 
them all, for here tbe native I'ortn 
gnese la mingled not only witb the 
Spaniah and French and Engllsb. bnt s 
great deal of Uerroan. In the aoutb of 
Brazil 90 per cent of tho people sneak 
German, and Portuguaao to aot always 
enforced aa tbo toagaaffa aaaa af the 
public acboola. 

Tbe large German colonlea here do 
not afflliate witb these people ss they 
do with tbe Anglo-Saxon brothers ot 
tho north. They live to tbemselves. 
tbey retain their own language and 
cnatoma. In Chile, whert there are 
many English, too, the Germans direct 
the education of the country. Buenos 
Alrea la cloaa to tbla Germanic group 
hi aouthern Brazil and feels Its Inttn 
ence. though Argentina asems tbe moe< 
nnlfled and prograaalvo of tbe repnb 
lies In polat wt Utaraiy aapiaartaa and 
culture.
